RESIGNED TUESDAY 


Wirth’s Ministry Col- 
lapses After Socialists 
Refuse to Join Coalition 
With People’s Party.

Berlin, November 14.— (By 
Associated Press.)\—The cabinet of 
Chancellor Wirth resigned ° tonight 
after the united socialists had voted 
not to participate in a coalition min- 
istry, which included members of the 
German people's party.

The 
Wirth cabinet tendered its resigna- 
tion October 22, 1921, but was re- 
formed with a new personnel, headed 
by Wirth, two days later. ~ 

For some time Dr. Wirth faced 
troublous times owing to -his minis- 
try’s reparations program, the stabil- 
ization of the mark and the general 
economic and internal and external 
questions, to which the opposition 
parties in the reichstag objected. 

A reorganization of the cabinet 
had been in contemplation for several 
weeks, but the stumbling block was 
encountered in obtaining a working 
arrangement. between, the socialists 
and the people's party.

Commissioners Candler, Lieb, In- 
man and Ashcraft voted no. 

Candler Files Protest. 

Judge Candler filed a formal pro- 
test in writing with the request that 
it be incorporated into the minutes of 
the meeting. He said he cast his 
vote at the recent joint session for 
the stockade grounds as the “lesser 
of two evils,” after all sites had been 
eliminated from consideration except 
the stockade site and Jackson tract, 
and after a decision by both the board 
of education and bond commission 
that no.site containing less than 
eight acres would be accepted. 

“I propose now to enter'a protest 
on the minutes against the stockade 
property,” he said. “After T’m dead 
I dont want somebody to look at that 
school building and say I helped te 
put it theme.” .

Washington, November 14—-(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—As a re- 
sult of former President Wilson’s pub- 
lic utterance Saturday, the first of 
its kind in three years, much a 
ulation has been occasioned in politi- 
cal circles at the capital over wheth- 
er or not he will bring the league 
of nations to the front in 1924 as 
the chief issue. 

That Mr. Wilson will be one of 
the most prominent figures in the 
campuign of that year, however, is 
the foregone conclusion of observers, 
who see in his remarks some inkling 
of plans to assert himself. It is fur- 
ther agreed among capital observers 
that the former president is in posi- 
tion to dictate the policies of his par- 
ty in 1924 if he desires. 

} May Hurt Party. 
. At the same time, it was learned 
today that democrats will think very 
seriously before attempting to make 
the league an issue in the next pres- 
idential campaign. The information 
came from leading democratic sena- 
tors in commenting on the elections 
just closed. 

While not denying the power of 
Mr. Wilson to bring the league to the 
front, the opinion was expressed that 
it might result in party differences, 
which. judging from the sentiment 
at this time, might be harmful, it 
was said.

EXERCISING THE CHIN. 


I am always surprised at the num- 
exercise | 


ber of women who will 
strenuously to reduce their waist 
lines, but will never exercise at all to 
reduce their chins. I wonder why it 
doesn’t occur to them that the identi- 
cal methods they use to give firm 
young lines to the waist and hips will 
give firm lines also to chin and throat. 

It is much easier to exercise the 
chin than the waist, for you don’t 
peed a golf course or tennis court 
nor even a set of dumb-bells. You 
may use the exercise in connect-ou 
With a -cold cream massage, using 
flesh building creat or olive oil if the 
neck is quite eld and the skin wrin- 
kled. 

_ Throw the bead back as far as pos- 

sible and massage up and down the 
chin and across those distressing lines 
of the throat. Then lower the chin 
so it drops towards the chest and 
gradually elevate it again until it ‘s 
as far back as you can get it. As 
you throw the head back tighten the 
muscles of your jaw, “clench your 
teeth” as the novelist would say, for 
this stiffens up all the muscles of 
the chin, jaw and throat. Repeat 
this several times, either before or 
after the massage that works the 
cream into the pores. 

If you want to reduce a double chin 
massage more vigorously and exercise 
more vigorously and omit the flesh 
building cream.

His 
statement was made in response to a 
suggestion from Colonel Robert H. 
Montgomery, controller of the ship- 
ping board, a republican, to the ef- 
fect that Baruch organize a third 
party. 7 

“S far as ay third party is con- 
cerned, I believe in the constructive 
liberalism. of the democratic party,” 
Baruch said, “I am a democrat and 
intend to remain a demoerat, alihough 
I would not remain in any party un- 
less it was constructive and liberal. 

“But I don’t see why aid to the 
farmers should be made a subject of 
partisan politics, for the so-called farm 
bloe and the.farmer movement which 
elected a lot of men last Tuesday 
shows it is non-partisan, Republicans 
and democrats were elected as they 
stood for better treatment of argicul- 
tural classes. If from this ean come 
a satisfied farming industry we will

‘The greatest need of football at. 


the present time is a strong central 
organization that would have com- 
plete power in rendering final de- 
cisions in matters of dispute between 
colleges, and in compiling a set of 
uniform rules not alone for the con- 
duct of teams on the playing field, 
but in regard to their eligibility as 
well. To my mind the only way that 
this can be accomplished is by the 
selection of some outstanding figure 
to be the “Judge Landis” of football. 
I would like to see him have complet¢ 
power and be the final court of ap- 
peal, in all matters “footballically’ 
speaking, among the various colleges 
and universities of the country. 

Of course. I realize that men like: 
Judge Landis are not to be found 
every day in the week. However, I 
am sure that if the colleges got to- 
gether and decided to create such @ 
position that the right man could be 
found to fit it. Or, if the foregoing 

lan seems to be too radical, at least 
et us appoint a committee of three 
or five men to fulfill the same ob- 
jects. She main idea is to get some 
strong central body that would have 
prestige enough to get public opin- 
ion behind it. eee 

The first step in this digectioh 
should be an eastern conference. The 
so-called big teams of the east do not 
realize how far they are behind the 
in not having a conference. 
In every part of the country that the 
conference has been tried it has prov- 
ed to be a great blessing and not one 
of the colleges that has ever been In 
a conference would ever think of 
withdrawing from snch an organiza- 
tion. 

CONFERENCE 
SUCCESSFUL. 

Perhaps the best known is the west- 
ern conferéfice. With such teams as 
Chicago, Ohio State, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Illinois among the meu- 
bers of the organizatiou, it has attrac- 
ted nation-wide attention. Nowhere in 
the country is football cleaner, faster 
and feent fveen taints of professional- 
ism than in the western conference. 
Yost, Stagg, Zuppkie, and the other 
ecaches have all done their part to- 
ward maxing this state of affairs pos- 
sible but it would have been impossible 
for them to have done sv without the 
aid of organization. Such organiza- 
tion and co-operation was furnished 
by the conference. 

_— southern conference has also 
proved a sucvess, There are twenty- 
five teams in the organization and 
more will be admitted by the end of 
the season. This means that twenty- 
five schools are playing football on an 
equal basis. Their rules of eligibility 
are the same. Charges of crooed- 
ness, professionaliym and others that 
are always heard where there is no 
strict accounting for eligibility, are 
never brought up. Each college knows 
that the others are playing under the 
same conditions, and is satisfied. 

In the east none of these ideal con- 
ditions exist. Each university is out 
for itself and thinks little and carer 
less about the probleme of other uni- 
versities. Teams do not compete on 
an equal basis. Where one college 
odes not allow freshmen to play on 
the varsity teams another instiution 
of the same size can play first year 
men: In this way the college that 


does not play freshmen oftentimes 
tukes a defeat from one of the other 


of building up a new team. ‘Tu iny 
mind it is not fair to ask a college that 
has the three-year rule to play teams 
from institutions that aliow thd@r 
men to play four years. ‘The public 
does not understand this feature uf the 
gaine and oftentimes a team is given 
credit for splendid playing, and a 
coach is heaped with praise for beinz 
a wonderful leader, when neither de- 
serve the honors heaped upon them.

I think that it might bé a good 
thing to have some sort of, gn offi- 
cial score kept of the yardage gained 
by each team and in case of tie 
game have the winner decided by“the 
total number of yards gained. An- 
other way might be to have the side 
that-got nearest to the goal line de- 
clared the winner if there was no 
score,made during the quarters. And 
still another way would be to’ have 
the side that scored the greatest num- 


tor. No one likes a tie game. But 
the idea of having an extra period 
played is not a good one. There is 
a limit to all human endurance and 
the. players cannot be expected to 
carry on forever, 

I think that coaches and public 
alike are beginning to realize what 
a wonderful chance the football men- 
tor has to develop his charges into 
splendid manhood. The days of 
rough-house tactics are gone forever 
and in the future the successful 
coach will be the one that, first of 
oll, turns ont real men.
